HOME -BREW VHF 
& URFPANTENNAS

PART 1: THREE-ELEMENT E-SKIP YAGI 


escon drew to a close, I pondered 

n reception had I utilized a 
pecialized" antennas 
would give increased gain on the channel hit was cut; but in this 
day and age of hannel, commercial high-gain antennas, how would a 
sinple "home-bren" design stand up to my store-bought model as far as recep- 
tion was concerned? I decided to find out and later that year designed a 
simple, no frills antenna to experiment with. Finding a suitable reciever 
posed no problem: deal test reciever ae it was 
only being utilized for local reception using the built-in mono-pole antenna 
Conversely, I could also view both my Quasar (with it's commercial antenna) 
and Zenith sets simultaneously on same channels and compare the results. 

The antenna I constructed is a current fed, half element 
Yagi-lda design. Since ve were looking toward distant reception, I decided 
ona fairly clear channel for our locale; in my case being channel 3, and 
designed the antenna accordingly. Fortunately, this is a good choice as . 
maximum energy vill be recieved at that fundamental frequency for which the 
antenna was tuned for, plus harmonically related frequencies such as the 
third. For example, my channel 3 antenna (60 to 66 Mhz) has good character- 
istics on that channel, plus three times that band, or from (3 X 60) 180 Mhz 
to (3 X 66) 198 Mhz. From this we can infer that our channel 3 antenna will 
perform equally well on channels 8 to 10; so in effect, what we have here is 
a potential E-ekip and Tropo design actually tuilt into one. I also wanted 
slightly increased wide-band response on the lower end for our local channels 
go the decision was made to deliberately mis-match the antenna to the trans- 
mission line, hovever, with a slight loss in over-all gain. 

Unfortunately, when designing a Yagi antenna you can't have everything, 
eo one dosigned for maximum F/8 ratio will have reduced gain and an antenna 
for maximum gain will have reduced F/B ratio. Our design is a compromise 
with a fair F/B ratio of around 20 4B, and utilizing a maximum gain of about 
64 to 7 dB over a half-wave dipole. To achieve this I used a spacing of .15 
wave-length between the reflector and recieving element, and .10 wave-length 
between the recieving element and director. This combination is just about 
on the lower fringe for optimum spacing of the elements, In actuality, the 
above value should be around 8 4B gain, but is lower due to the mis-matched 
antenna/transmission line combination as mentioned above. And, when an ant~ 
enna and transmission line are mis-matched, ctanding-waves will be present, 
resvlting in "ghost" images on the screen. Since our design has no matching 
devices, sone reflections may be seen. However, through practical use these 
have vroven very faint and not troublesome in nature. 

Construction of the antenna is quite unique. This is due to the fact 
that I utilized thin-walled, steel "cafe" rods for the elements, These are 
ured in homes to %en i can ve found almost in any hard- 
vare or chain-store. I checked with the local 
ardvare stores an¢ ing way beyond our price 
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Acquiring the boom may tose a vroblem, but if one can secure an old Yagi 
TV antenna, it will probably be the required length.of a least 50-inches. A 
wooden boom could be used, bat keep in mind the weight factor end the nase 
at the top of the pole. As a suggestion, two 7/4" X 11/2" strips of the 
required lensth could be glued together to form a eolid boom 1 1/2-inch in 
over-all width and height, If vroperly weather-proofed, this unit should 
prove to be quite satisfactory, Initially, I used a 5i-inch length of 12" 
0.D,, thick-walled aluminum pine, but changed to a 1” square boon when the 
antenna was brought down for modifications. 

Layout and construction of the 3-element Yagi ic fairly simple; study 
the drawings for the over-all dimongions and element mounting details. A 
center-line is first drawn the length of the boom and then the element snac- 
ings marked off. Three clement mounting plates are required (Fig. 1); two 
of aluminum (for reflector and director) and one of plexiglass (or other 
rigid, non-conducting material) for the antenna proper. Arrangement of the 
elements at rieht angles (as seen from the top) to the boom is of importance 
s0 allennent of the mounting plates reouire some care. A small hole can be 
illed in the exact center of the mounting plate for positioning over the 
eloment spacing lines, 

For the center eections of the reflector and director (Fig. 2), I used 
the 48-inch portion of the "cafe" rod cut to 4h-inches. These in turn were 
centered on the boom and attached to the mounting vlates, Then, it was a 
simple proceedure to insert the sliding sections in either end about 6" and 
secure them with small, self-tapping screws, then cutting the required ele- 
ment dimensions. To secure the element lencth accurately, measure from the 
center of the boom to eithtr side, using half the total element length. The 
antenna prover (or recieving element), as ehown in Fig. 3, is mounted with a 
leineh gap; when cutting the antenna make sure the measurement is taken from 
the center of the boom, regardless of the spacing. hen the lead-in is 
attached to the widely spaced torminale, the fanned portion becomes part of 
the antenna proper, acting to close the gap to the width of the transmiseion 
line, After cutting the elements to the proper length, crimp the ends. This 
will eliminate the "pipe organ" effect when wind passes the end of an open 
tube. ‘The length of the recieving element is fairly critical if we vant the 
system as a whole to nerform properly. However, if I were to err, it would 
be longer on the reflector element and shorter on the director. This mis- 
match in element lengths would only result in a slight increase to the F/B 
ratio, Figure 4 illustrates the over-all element lengths (and hal f-lengths) 
and the required spacings, After all of the elements are mounted to the 
boom, use your hand to find the center of gravity of the unit and drill holes 
for the "§"-bolt which will clamp the assembly to the mast. 

After assembly is completed, the elements must be weather-pronfed, The 
coating on the cafe rods was clearly not intended for outdoor use, and rust~ 
ing showed on the prototype within a couple of weeks, ‘The antenna was then 
brought down and after a teardown/clean-up job, I re-aasembled the unit and 
used a clear, acrylic spray on the elements, I figured the application of 
the plastic coating would affect the velocity factor of the elements, how- 
ever no variation in reception was noted at all. After installing the unit 
on the mast, also apply a coating were the transmission line attaches to the 
recieveing element, ‘This simple application will save a few problema if the 
antenna ie to be up for some length of time. 

After using this "home-brew" for a few months, the conviction "tthe big- 
ger, the better” was confirmed. Utilizing this simple, cut-for-channel 
antenna (with no pre-amplification), performance was not only increased on 
that channel (as compared to my commercial-bought model), but showed good 
gain on our "locals" (WESH-2, WDB0-6 and WFIV-9), which average 75-miles 
distant. A few comparison tests were made on particularly poor reception 
days on YSAV-3 in Georgia (over 200 miles distant), The "home-brew" con- 
eistantly out-performed the store-bought model, both in audio and video, 
even though the latter ic at a greater height. Even though the prototype 
ie located only 22-ft, from the ground, in a high clutter area (trees), T 
have had good Tropo catches of over 500 miles (WIVD-11, NC) and during Dec- 
enber pulled in KMTV-3, Nebraska (1,150 miles) for half an hour via S-skip. 

Although the major E-skip season is a few months off, the design has 
very good potential in this recion, However, it must be remembered that 
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since the system (as a whole) wae designed for channel groupings of 2 to & 
and 8 to 10, consequentially other channels will have reduced gain, And, a 
Yagi antenna will only verform at it's potential if built exactly to design 
criteria (concerning especially the length of the recieving element), If 
properly constructed, maintained and mounted out of clutter, this design 
should prove to be a good asset to DX'ing the E-skip and Tropo bands within 
the coming months.

And asmall, but knowledgeable publication, The Sensible Sound,has in its Winter 1979 issue an article by Mr. 
Modafferi (I assume the same man, but spelled differently in the two publications). He says tuners should be designed 
for MAXIMUM STATIONS. ‘This is so obvious it almost sounds silly. Of course, you say, an FM tuner should be able 
to ‘get’ stations. .." He goes on to explain how tuners differ drastically in their selectivity and their local station over- 
load rejection abilities, and finds the current crop of Japanese tuners especially deficient in these regards. Although 
his discussion does not mention DXing as such he does say that tuners are not generally designed for extreme reception 
conditions, which of course is the essence of DX, In the process of installing an SCA, | did have tiie chance to compare 
a new Pioneer SX-650 receiver with my decade-old Fisher S00TX. The Fisher has better selectivity, but the Pioneer had 
far better crossmodulation rejection (despite published specs to the contrary) and better audio, | mention this because 
| know other DXers such as Larry Vogt and Russ Brown have the Fisher SOOTX in addition to myself. 

Other publications I'll mention is Glenn Hauser’s newsy, Review of International Broadcasting, which includes an 
article of mine pitched to commercial broadcasters, ‘'There’s Gold in Those FM Subcarriers.”

Two DXers sent news that WGTB *90.1, the Georgetown University station in Washington DC, was taken off the 
air by the licensee. So far the station has not deleted, but it will be off until a transfer of ownership can be arranged 
to another institution in the area. Also off the air is WBOE *90.3 Cleveland OH for budget reasons, but Al Ellis says 
their carrier (unmodulated) remains on the air, which Is illegal, unless Id’s are given on the hour. Its SCA active? 

With many formerly MOR Milwaukee stations going rock, the audience for WZMF 98.3 Menomonee Falls WI has 
fallen off considerably. WZMF's signal leaves a lot to be desired in Milwaukee, too. 

WRUW *91.1 Cleveland OH heard editorializing about the FCC and 10-watt college radio. They've been asking 
listeners to mail in contributions so they can increase power to 1 kw. WCMX 101.7 Fort Wayne now doing some 
separate programming from WFWR (AM), but still only on the air daytime, as of late December. 

Albert Lobel mentions recently receiving the SCA from KFAC-FM 92,3 Los Angeles in the San Diego area, and 
“the SCA signal was a little stronger than the regular KFAC-FM signal. .. That little SCA adapter ...[SuperSnooper] 
‘works very, very well, I'm very pleased with it. You may quote all or part of this card.” 

WMIL 106.1 Waukesha WI, currently off the air, may be bought by WOKY (AM) and turned in to a beautiful 
music station or, more likely, a rocker. The FCC will have to approve such a sale, of course. Years ago WOKY wanted 
to buy WFMR and turn WFMR from a classical station to a rocker, but a public outcry thwarted the sale. 

‘A metropolitan educational radio consortium (MERC) has been established in the Chicago area to meet the new FCC 
requirements for educational radio, with a plan to start higher power stations than ten watts at strategic locations that 
‘would serve as umbrellas for the stations that remain at 10 watts. How this plan would work | do not know, but the 
Chicago area has 22 Class D (10-watt) stations. WCV| *90.9 Jefferson OH, Agape School, not heard after initial 
testing, so there is concern that it may never operate, 

Lea Price of Wilmington NC finds his new FM SuperSnooper works '‘just fine," and sent a clipping about the 450- 
foot tower of WAAV 102.7 falling down during construction; nobody injured, Meanwhile WAAV operates on lower 
power from its former tower. Losing its tower in a severe storm was WWSE 93.3 Jamestown NY;no indication when 
WWSE will return to the air—perhaps at first with lower power from another tower site. 

AL Ellis points out, as confirmed by a reception report from the station manager, that WEMU *89.1 Ypsilanti MI 
has a directional antenna, and he says only the FM Atlas lists it that way—not Broadcasting Yearbook ot Vane Jones. 
WEMU sends out 16 kw in most directions, but only 515 watts in Al's direction—protecting Windsor, Ontario. Also 
off the air: WDCX 99.5 Buffalo, with transmitter south of town, in the area devastated by the storm that knocked off 
WWSE Jamestown'NY, It could be a month before WDCX returns. Through unnamed sources, it has been learned that 
a pirate FM station “89 FM in the Minneapolis-St. Paul area” plans soon to oerate with 65 watts. | disagree with the 
need for a pirate station of this sort, and am sure DXers in the Minneapolis area will also disagree, and will effectively 
stop the operation (possibly after logging andor verifying it first!). z 

In New Hampshire, there is a Public Radio Research Program to help create a full-service public radio station there, 
most likely at Keene State College. And naw Matsushita has an integrated circuit, an AN7001, with almost all the 
circuitry required for an AM-FM-FM stere.» radio; “what next?” muses John Ebeling. New owners are to have taken 
over WSYX 106.3 London OH, so check t rat out when it comes in to see if a change in musical format has ensued. 

Bob Baker notes regarding sports in stereo (1-79 VUD) that on WTCG (ch. 17 TV Atlanta) cable it was reported 
that Atlanta Flames hockey games were mentioned as being carried in stereo on WLTA (FM) 99.7. 

From the European Broadcasting Union, Brussells, R. Gressmann, director, writes and says that SCA is not used 
in Europe, but has been experimented with by the BBC and RAl, at both 67 and 41 kHz. They found interference 
caused to FM stereo receivers. ‘“On the other hand, it may be that receivers which are not specifically designed for the 
American market would usually contain a filter to suppress the SCA signal.” and he points out tranemissions standards 
are somewhat different in Europe making SCA not possible on all stations.

FCC-TV HE ARCH 1979 


***CONFUSION surrounding a couple of FCC items from the recent past has been cleared up now, 
thanks to !tike Dorner. The Ch, 47 allocation in Galveston TX was changed to Ch. 48 by the 
Did Time Religion Hour, which has now applied for that channel. They sought the change 
because of short spacing, and have obtained the building and land of long-defunct KIW-16 
(That Ch. 16 allocation was moved to Corpus Christi some years back and is now occupied by 
KEDT-16). And in Seaford DE, the educational reservation for Ch. 38 was dropped on the re- 
quest of John 2. Powley, wito told the FCC he would build a station immediately if the 
educational reservation were dropped. Deleware is anxious for its own station, and Powley 
promised tower space to the proposed Ch. 64 translator of WIYY-I2, Nike also says that 
Powley “already had a (Ch.) 38 xmtr plant--from NOPC Altoona, Penn....-which recently 
moved to 23 from 38." Mike, I have not seen mention of this change yet, and seriously 
wonder whether it has actually taken place. Can any OXers in that area confirm or deny this? 

***SPEAKIG OF WHYY-12, they recently surrendered the license of WUHY-35, its original station, 
Si has asked for a'1000-watt translator on that channel for few York's WXTV-41. 

***LAFAYETTE, LOUISIANA may soon get NBC service again. The community has been without strong 
NBC signals since KLNI-15 deleted and WBRZ-2 switched to ABC, A Lafayette electronics man 
has applied for the channel. 

wT ASHLAND, KENTUCKY, Rev. John Alley hopes to soon have new HTSF-61 on the air with 
“family-type programming," The station was originally applied for in Huntington WV, but was 
turned down by the FCC. Rev. Alley says the station will cover the area between itilton NV 
and Portsmouth OH “rather well," 

***WQTV-68 IN BOSTON IS CIRCULAR polarization--the first UHF station to use this technology. It 
is a pay-TV station carrying, among other things, first-run programming from Universal 
Subscription Television. 

**HEW TOWA ETV ALLOCATIONS, listed on previous pages, are primarily intended to be used for 
1000-watt translators. 

YeeORTH AMERICA'S FIRST MULTILINGUAL TV STATION wil] open within the next year in Toronto, 
if the CRTC gives its blessings. The station, which would be Toronto's sixth, will not 
be operated by Johnny Lombardi, president of CHIN multi-lingual radio, who lost out to 
another group for the operating rights, No calls or channel known yet. 

**#CBS WANTS A STUDY on circular polarization to be done by the FCC. They claim that use of CP 
increases CCI in fringe areas, and wants an industry-wide test conducted to measure CCI 
effects "in the prescence of tropospheric and ionospheric characteristics that vary with 
environmental conditions." Any DXers want to volunteer their services??? 

***THE SAGA OF WSB~35 CONTINUES, as Omega Communications says they are "ready" to put this 
defunct Orlando UHF on the air. They also claim that Ted Turner and CBN are not qualified 
parties of interest by FCC standards, as they press only “private interests." 

***ANOTHER BATTLE IN FLORIOA has ensued over the FCC's approval of WXLT-40's plans to move their 
tower 25 miles or so to the Northeast. The Sarasota ABC affiliate's new facilities would 
put a Grade A signal into the Tampa-St. Petersburg area. WTSP-10, the Tampa ABC affiliate, 
claims this would represent a de facto reallocation of Ch, 40 to Tampa-St. Pete. The FCC 
didn't think so, so WTSP-10, which has_never been known to have a very potent signal, is 
planning to go from 500 to 1499 ft, AAT to prepare for the new competition. 

‘*KYFC~50 SIGNS ON in Kansas City with Christian/religious programming. Two unique aspects of 
this new station are the grouping of comercials at the hour or half-hour so as not to 
interrupt programming (a conmon European practice), and the stations intent to produce 40x 
of their programming locaTly--quite an ambitious undertaking for an independant UNF!! 

***ANOTHER CHRISTIAN TV STATION, WGGS-16 in Greenville SC, wants little bankrupt WANC-21 in 
Asheville NC as a satellite station, However, the FCC points out that by moving its trans- 
mitter to any of 3 sites in the area, WGGS could effectively cover the Asheville area; 
therefore, using WANC as a satellite would be an “unefficient use of the spectrum,” 

***COLUNBIA HAS BEEN PERSUADED TO USE NTSC COLOR, and Venezuela may soon follow suit. Ecuador 
and Chile are also interested in NTSC, and Bolivia has been approached by U.S. interests on 
the subject. Brazil, however, uses the PAL system, and Argentina will likely go the same 
route, due to the large volume of German-made equipment it acquired for coverage of the 
World Cup in Buenos Aires. 

rT PROGRAMMING NEWS, ABC plans to drop its early (1800 EST) feed of "World News Tonight" to 
force its affiliates into head-to-head competition with BC and CBS at 1830 EST. And NBC 
will soon expand “Another World" to 90 minutes and shift its afternoon schedule to create 
a block of soap operas from 1390 to 1600 EST. The entire block will also be fed % hour 
delayed to midwestern stations, so as not to conflict with the 1200 CST Tocal newscasts.

The TV rx is a TRF rather than superhet & uses the Heathkit 
IF filter for block selectivity. Doesn't work very well, since the bandwidth 
must be reduced to less than 1 Miz, as there is severe interference from a 
pager around 43.2 MHz—a trap is of some help here. Also, my monitor has al— 
most no HY at 405 lines/50 fields--the screen is dim. But on January 19, 1979 
at 1045 BS the 45 Wiz buzz was exceptionally strong, and I got both horizontal 
and vertical lock on my monitor at 10,125 lines/sec. and 50 fields/sec. (405 
line standard). Some blurred shapes moved about the screen and after about 5 
minutes hold was lost. BBC video uses positive modulation, so keyed AGC is 
Ampossible--my receiver AGC's on mean carrier level. Some pictures were taken, 
but T doubt {f they will look like mich. 4 of February 7, conditions sean to 
be worsening, Audio is no longer in daily. The antenna is a hastily-purchased 
GB ground plane, cut to 45 Wiz & about 10 ft off the ground, I would like to 
hear from other DKers who are going to attempt 72 TV DX next fall—if the sm- 
spots keep up, Soviet system channel Ri (approximately 49 Miz, 625 lines) from 
Berlin looks like a good bet. In case anyone's interested BBG audio & ORTF 
audio frequencies have been measured here with an uncertainty of +/- 100 Ha:

TECHNICAL TOPICS 


Q: "I have been considering buying a videocassette recorder to use for TV DX. 
Should I wait for the new videodisc units to come out instead? I hear that the 
picture will be sharper on these units." 


A: here seems to be a commori misconception about the videodisc systems, They 
Will be used for playback only--you won't be able to record with them. It's 
true that the picture wil be sharper, but you can't Otherwise compare this 
type of systen with videocassettes, ab videodiscs are designed for high-quality 
ideo and audio reproduction of pre-recorded material. 


Q: “Why doesn't anyone make a VHF-UHF combo which includes a large (7 foot or 
more) dish for UHF?" 


At It wouldn't be practical; parabolic dishes (especially 7-footers) are hard 
‘enough to handle all by themselves due to their size. Adding some kind of VHF 
design to the boom of a large dish would increase the already huge windloading 
characteristics, and interact with the "focus" of the dish, degrading UHF per- 
formance. One antenna manufacturer (Winegard) has used a smaller type para~ 
bolic reflector with UHF log feed on their "Color—Wedge" series combos, 
but you should keep in mind that combo antennas should not be used for serious 
BV aking, A combo antenna is always a compromise as far as UHF results are 
concerned. 


Q: "I have a CB interference filter on the antenna terminals of my FM recei— 
ver, but I can still hear a nearby GBer on 107.9. How can I eliminate this?” 


A: If the GBer is very close (like next door), there's not a lot you can do. 
You may have 2 good high-pass filter that works well in preventing hie 27 Miz 
signals from getting into your receiver, but you could be receiving his fourth 
harmonic. For instance, if the O3er was using his transceiver on 26.975 Miz, 
the fourth harmonic of that signal would fall exactly on 107.9 Miz (4 times 
26.975--CB channel 2--equals 107.9. The only thing we can suggest is to get 
a FM receiver with better Af rejection, if you can.

The passing of six years of public service Di'ing has brought to light 
some basics elementry to everyone in the field of public service radio 
communications. This basic technique is the end result of training by 
the oldest of all teachers.,.experience.

Although basic radio communications may be changing, one basic element 
remains unchanged...that is the human element.
